The Passing Show

While half mankind is waiting helplessly for the 
economic system to crash in the hope that Techno- 
cracy or some other system will come to pass to 
distribute employment and goods more equitably 
than our present collapsed method, it is pleasing to 
record what a woman in our midst has done. A let- 
ter from Ohio tells me that Mrs Helene Midland, 
formerly of Regina and Verwood, Saskatchewan, 
is hopeful of establishing a large chino pottery 
somewhere in southern Saskatchewan, in the near 
future, It will be the first plant in Canada ‘o make 
chinaware. Already, within the last few weeks, 
400,000 dozen pieces of china ware have been pro- 
duced under Mrs. Midland's supervision in potteries 
in Ohio and West Virginia, made from a mixture 
of her own southern Saskatchewan clay, with Can- 
adian felspar and local clays. They are reported 
as making a real translucent china, the equal of 
highclass imported French ware. 

Booster meetings of Boards of Trade and govern- 
ment pamplets have referred to the great wealth of 
china clay in southern Saskatchewan, but it has re- 
mained for this young woman without backing or 
boost, to bring this industry into the circle of near 
possibilities.

First time I heard of clay in southern Saskatch- 
ewan was after a political meeting.

Then the bright-faced lady told me of her clay 
mine—how she had taught school, studied geology 
and ceramics, qualified as a ceramics engineer and 
had staked a coulee containing ball clay and 
kaolin and had found a couple of seams of lignite. 

Next time I saw her was on a mournful Thanks- 
giving Day. She had brought her husband to hos- 
pital with an eye blown out and other painful in 
juries from a delayed blast in the mine. There were 
times of financial threat when it looked as if $68.- 
000 of development and several years of hoping and 
planning were all to be swept away 

Last time I saw her was two years ago when i 
was driving towards the coast and detoured to say 
“Farewell” and haye a look at the property. I sur- 
prised the lady in leather jacket, corduroy breeches 
and high boots as she was laying out a ventilating 
shaft for a crew of coal miners. She showed me a 
coal tipple she had recently finished. Before I took 
to the road again we tramped the coulee, noting 
the evidences of glacial drift.

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T've done a little mining at intervals and learned 
the jargon of the business in a mineralogy and min- 
ing course. I spent a happy but unsuccessful season 
once, fighting Nature in the form of a mountain 
creek in the Tulameen country in quest of a fortune 
in gold and platinum. The chief consolation I got 
was that whereas, the old miners said we'd be 
drowned out at six feet, we managed to get down 
over sixty before that tragedy occurred. Then we 
were into the peroxinite and peridotite creek bould- 
ers—the mother rocks of platinum-—-and got “cube 
gold,” which is not gold at all but an evidence that 
you are near pay dirt.
